NEW MUSEUM EDUCATOR PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — A new museum educator program will start 
at The George Washington University in July 1974. 

This pioneering program, leading to the degree of Master of 
Arts in Teaching (M.A.T.) Museum Education, will include these 
areas: the museum and the school,'the museum in the community, and 

the museum for the amateur and the scholar. 

An intensive twelve months of work is designed to prepare 

selected students for education work In a museum or for service in 
liaison posts between museums and school systems. The year's plan 
will comprise a summer session of studies in kashington-area museums 
and on-campus courses, a fall semester of field work in schools and 
on-campus courses, spring Internship in a museum, and a full year 
in a chosen field of study. The interdisciplinary program will 

include 33 semester hours of work. 

So far as possible, students will be placed for their museum 

internships in museums compatible with their areas of speciallzatio 
Students completing the program will be qualified to enter large 
museums as staff members with special expertise, or to under- 
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take broad responsibility for education programs in smaller museums. 

Field work in the Washington, D.C., area museums may be done 
at the National Gallery of Art, the Museum of African Art, the 
Textile Museum, the Corcoran Gallery of Art, the National Aquarium, 
the National Collection of Fine Arts, the Museum Education Round¬ 
table, the Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service, 
the Office of Museum Programs of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
other museums of history, art, and natural sciences. 

Developed by Dr. Marcella Brenner, professor of education at 
George Washington University, the program is believed to be the 
first interdisciplinary museum training program leading to an 
education degree. A $13,050 grant from the National Endowment for 
the Arts and matching funds from George Washington University and 
an anonymous donor are being used to start the project. Applications 
should be received by April for placement in the program beginning 

in July.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The techniques of Chinese medicine 
including acupuncture and the use of medicinal herbs - - will be 
discussed by Dr. Tsung 0. Cheng, George Washington University 
professor of medicine, in a lecture Wednesday,8:00 p.m., January 9, 
at GWU Alumni House. The lecture is part of the "First Wednesday 1 ' 
seminars, a series sponsored by the University's General Alumni 
Association. 

Dr. Cheng was born in Shanghai and trained at the St. John's 
University School of Medicine there. He left China in 1950, 
planning to return after postgraduate work at the University of 
Pennsylvania, but for political reasons remained in the United 
States until May 1972, when he became the first native-born 
Chinese physician to visit the People's Republic from the United 
States in 23 years.

His first visit of two-and-a-half weeks was spent visiting 
seven medical facilities and conferring with more than 100 
physicians in China. He returned in June 1973 for a 46-day 
visits and is planning another trip this year, leading an American 
delegation of medical experts. 

At his January 9 lecture, Dr. Cheng will discuss the integra¬ 
tion of Western medical techniques and Oriental folk medicine 
taking place in the modern People’s Republic of China. These 
include the widespread use of acupuncture anesthesia, roots and 
herbs, breathing exercises, and theraputic massage. Dr. Cheng's 
lecture will also cover mainland China's massive public health 

program.

NEW COURSE AT GW SURVEYS "HERSTORY" OF AMERICA 


WASHINGTON, D.C.— The woman's side of American history will be 
told in a new survey course offered at The George Washington 
University during spring semester., 1974. 

Dr. Linda Grant DePauw, GW associate professor of American 
history, together with guest lecturers from other GW departments, 
will present the course, "Women in America." 

Among the lecture topics are: "African Women and the Develop¬ 
ment of American Slavery.," "Daughters of Liberty: the American 
Revolution," "Women and Religion in America," "The Civil War 
Considered as a Feminist Movement," "Cowgirls and Indians," "Jewish 
Mothers and Other Immigrants," and "Women’s Complaints and Medical 
Remedies." 

Dr. DePauw described the course as one of the missing elements 
needed to make American history a "people's story." It is offered 
for both undergraduate and graduate credit through the GW history 
department. Funds have been provided from a National Endowment for 
the Humanities grant given to GW to develop courses in the humanities 
related to contemporary issues, according to Clarence Mondale, 
director of the Division of Experimental Programs, which distributes 
the funds.

EQUAL RIGHTS ATTORNEY TO SPEAK AT ANNIVERSARY LUNCHEON 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Dr. Marguerite Rawalt, nationally-known 
attorney who has been active in the equal rights for women move¬ 
ment, will speak at a luncheon Tuesday, January 15, honoring the 
tenth anniversary of the Continuing Education for Women program 
at The George Washington University. 

The luncheon will be at 12 p.m. in the university's Marvin 
Center Ballroom, 21st and H streets, N.W. 

Dr. Rawalt has been actively involved in test litigation to 
eliminate sex discrimination in employment and in working for the 
ratification of the Equal Rights Amendment. The Virginia attorney 
also teaches a course, ’Women and the Law,' 1 at GW. In 1965, she 
received the university's Alumni Achievement Award. 

The Continuing Education for Women program began at GW in 196*4 
with a group guidance course entitled ’’Developing New Horizons for 
Women.' The course, taught by Dr. Ruth Osborn, now assistant dean 
of the College of General Studies, was intended to help women rec¬ 
ognize and develop their potential abilities. The course was taught 
to a group of 20 women, and by the next semester enrollment had 
climbed to 125 women. 
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In 1965 credit courses were added to the program and were taught 
at off-campus locations in suburban Maryland and Virginia. A course 
similar to the "New Horizons * course was added to the curriculum and 
taught during evening hours for working women, and a course called 
"Career Development for Girls," was added for young women l6-to-19 
years of age. 

Then in 1972 a year-long course to train legal assistants was 
offered for the first time. In the spring semester this year two 
additional training courses — one in the field of landscape archi¬ 
tecture and one in the field of editing and publishing — will be 
offered for the first time. 

Since 196*1, more than 3,200 women have participated in the "New 
Horizons" course. Many of those women also have taken one or more of 
the 101 credit and 20 non-credit courses that have been offered during 
the last 10 years by the Continuing Education for Women program. 

Guests at the luncheon will include members of that first "New 
Horizons" course and representatives of the classes taught since then.

Dr. Sabin has been a 
recipient of numerous awards including the Theobald Smith award in 
Medical Science, chiefly for his research in pneumonia and infantile 
paralysis; the E. Mead Johnson Award for research on virus diseases 
of the nervous system; a Robert Koch medal from West Germany, and 
a gold medal for merit in public health from Italy.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Stanley Arnold is back. 

You didn't even know he was missing. 

Stanley Arnold, the quixotic 57-year-old marketing consultant 
who ran for the 1972 Democratic vlce-presldentlal nomination, and 
was nominated from the Miami Beach convention floor. 

Stanley Arnold, who raised $150,000 for 15-mlnute television 

spots and newspaper ads In 36 cities, and traveled around the 

country with his message of a "people’s candidate" for the vice- 
presidency. 


Now he has a new Idea - "revolutionary," he believes - and 
esday, January 22, at 8 p.m., he'll be speaking about It at The 
George Washington University’s Dorothy Betts Marvin Theater on the 
first floor of the Marvin Student Center, 800 21st St., N.W. 

Arnold wants to see the establishment of national presidential 
and vice*presidential primaries that would take the nominations out 
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of political conventions and put them in the hands of a general 
vote of the American people. 

Presidential primaries would be held the first week in Septem¬ 
ber of an election year. There would be Democratic and Republican 
ballots, including all candidates who obtained a required number of 
signatures in each state. After selection of the presidential 
nominees, vice-presidential primaries for each party would be held 
two weeks later. The electorate would select the vice-presidential 

candidates from among the people who had lost the presidential 
primary. 

Arnold believes that such a system would lower campaign expend¬ 
itures and "prevent Agnew-Nixon and Eagleton-McGovern tragedies 
forever. He testified about his plan before the Democratic 
National Committee’s Vice Presidential Commission, chaired by 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey (D-Minn.), November 7, 1973. 

His Washington appearance at GWU is one stop on a nationwide 
lecture tour and is sponsored by the Public Affairs Committee of 
the University's Student Program Board. A discussion period will 
follow his speech.
